II Canadian Kodak Co., limited will share 
a Wage Dividend of about $592,000 as a 
result of action by the board of directors in 
November. It will he the largest Wage 
Dividend payment ever made in the Com¬ 
pany's history and will be shared by about 
1,300 people. Last March, the Wage Divi¬ 
dend payment totalled about 1539,000. 

In the payment in March 1955, eligible 
persons will receive $28.75 for each $1,000 
earned at Kodak during the five years 
1950-51. The last Wage Dividend payment 
was on the basis of 827.75 for each $1,000 
earned during the previous live years. 

Tile percentage of Wage 1 Dividend pay¬ 
ment is determined by the amount of eash 
dividends declared on the common stock of
